when she went missing. 

Lisa, five-feet, two-inches tall 
with curly brown hair and big blue 
eyes, was the daughter of Dee and 
George Ziegert, the second of four 
children. 

“She was a great kid with a beau- 
tiful smile, an infectious giggle and 
an outgoing personality,” said her mother 
recently. 

The family moved to Agawam from 
Springfield in 1974 and Lisa went through 
the Agawam school system, graduating in 
1986. She attended Westfield State College 
where she majored in elementary educa- 
tion and received her degree in 1990. Fol- 
lowing graduation, she began working as a 
teacher’s aide at Agawam Middle School 
because no teaching positions were open, 
said Dee Ziegert. 

At the time she disappeared, Lisa was 
living in Belden Court with her good 
friend and distant cousin Deanne Duclos, 
working full time as a teacher’s aide and 
part time at the card shop. 

According to reports published in the 
April 23, 1992 edition of Agawam Adver- 
tiser News, it was only when she failed to

Dee Ziegert reflects on daughter’s abduction, death

T: the 20 years since the disappearance 
and death of 24-year-old Agawam 
resident Lisa Ziegert, a lot has happened 
in the lives of her family members, but 
there remains one constant: despite ef- 


forts of local and federal investigators, 
her murderer has not been found. 

Since Lisa’s death in April 1992, each 
of her three siblings has married and 
two have started a family, said Lisa’s 
mother, Dee Ziegert, who now has five 
grandchildren. Lisa has missed each of

AGAWAM - School Superin- 
tendent William Sapelli is trying 
to avoid a repeat of last year’s 
budget problems when he presents 
his proposed 2012-2013 spending 
plan to the school committee on 
April 10. 

Instead of requesting a level- 
funded school department budget 
that would mean cuts to programs 
and personnel, Sapelli’s first bud- 
get proposal as superintendent will 
be a level-service budget. While 
he’s still fine-tuning the proposed 
figures, Sapelli is expected to seek 
a $1.9 million increase to the cur- 
rent $34.5 million budget. 

The $1.9 million increase — or 
a total proposed $36.4 million 
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budget for fiscal year 2013 — is 
the difference between the cost 
of a level-service budget and a 
level-funded budget. Sapelli said 
a level-service budget will main- 
tain educational programs and 
staff while a level-funded budget

would require cuts because servic- 
es required to operate the school 
system, from salaries to shipping 
costs, continue to increase. 

Last year, because of reduced 
state aid, the committee was forced 
to adopt a level-funded budget 


that included $1.6 million in cuts 
and eliminated nearly 32 full-time 
school department positions. 

During the summer, the com- 
mittee approved increases in stu- 
dent athletic fees and the student 
parking fee at the high school to 
plug a fiscal year 2012 budget gap. 
The fees were later rescinded and 
some positions restored after the 
committee and city councilors ap- 
proved two supplemental school 
department budget increases. 

The first increase came after 
the start of the new fiscal year 
with a funding transfer from the 
town’s reserve account. The sec- 
ond increase came in the fall with 
a transfer of money the town re- 
ceived from unanticipated state 
funds.

As part of the budgeting pro- 
cess, Sapelli and Patricia Cava- 
naugh, the school department’s 
finance director, have been con- 
ferring with the committee’s fi-

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report to the middle school 
on the following morning 
— and when the store owners 
found the shop left unlocked 
and unattended with Lisa’s car 
still in the parking lot and her 
purse and coat still inside the 
store — that her disappearance 
was noted. 
Dee Ziegert had received 
a call that morning that her 
daushter had failed to show up 
at school, but she thought Lisa 
might have been caught up with 
one of her friends. 

“I never thought anything; you 
don’t think anything could be 
wrong,” Dee said. 

Four days after her abduction, 
on Easter Sunday, Lisa’s body 
was found in a wooded area on 
the edge of town with multiple 
stab wounds to her shoulders and 
throat, then-police Captain Robert 
Campbell told Agawam Advertiser 

News. A report by the medical ex- 
aminer indicated she had been sexually as- 
saulted, he said at the time. 

During the initial investigation, three 
phone tips were received which helped to 
establish a time frame for the night Lisa 
disappeared. 

According to reports, an individual in- 
formed police that they had been at the 
store to make a purchase at 8:20 p.m. and 
had a time-stamped receipt. That person re- 
ported that nothing seemed out of the ordi- 
nary at the time. A second person reported 
going into the store at 9 p.m. to find it open 
with the lights on and nobody around. She 
told investigators that she heard a banging 
noise in the back room, but she left when 
nobody came out. 

A third person, who reportedly worked 
near the card shop, said she saw a vehicle

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House Republican caucus 
offers local aid resolution 


BOSTON — In an ongoing commitment 
to providing fiscal certainty to the Com- 
monwealth’s cities and towns, state Rep. 
Nicholas A. Boldyga, R-Southwick, joined 
the House Republican Caucus in offering a 
Local Aid Resolution during the full formal 
session on Wednesday, March 28. 

The resolution proposes to: 

e Establish a minimum level of Chapter 
70 and Unrestricted Local Aid equal to the 
amount proposed by the governor for fis- 
cal year 2013. The minimum Chapter 70 
appropriation - $4.14 billion for fiscal year 
2013; the minimum Unrestricted Local Aid 
appropriation - $899 million; reimbursement 
to cities in lieu of taxes (PILOT) - $26.3 mil- 
lion. 

e Establish a modest increase in funding 
from the amount proposed by the governor 
for fiscal year 2013 for each of the following 
accounts: Regional School Transportation

($51.5 million) and Special Education Resi- 
dential Schools ($221.6 million). 

“Agawam, Granville, Russell and South- 
wick depend on timely information from the 
legislature. The least we can do is provide 
our districts with information that will cre- 
ate a sense of stability and confidence in 
state government,” said Boldyga. “As a for- 
mer Selectman, I know how important these 
numbers are for local officials when plan- 
ning their budgets.” 

This resolution would provide, among 
other things, flexibility during budget debate 
so that the Legislature may further increase 
local aid appropriations from an established 
floor. It would also provide predictability for 
municipalities who are in the midst of con- 
structing their budgets. 

With one single objection, the resolution 
was referred to the House Committee on 
Rules without any opportunity for debate.

in land court 
ZBA permit upheld

AGAWAM - The Wendy’s project that was approved more 
than a year ago will finally move forward after a Massachu- 
setts Land Court judge upheld a Zoning Board of Appeals’ 
special permit given to Wendy’s. 

Karyn Scheier, chief justice of Land Court, issued a deci- 
sion that denied that a perspective easement existed between 
Phipps Liquors, owned by Sprocket Realty, and the Wendy’s 
site at 1340 Springfield St., which is owned by Coyote Re- 
alty and is being leased to Wendy’s on which to build a new 
restaurant. 

A “perspective easement,” by definition identifies land 
used by a person or business that is owned by someone else 
under what can be described as a “friendly” or “undisputed” 
agreement. 

Construction work had ceased at the Wendy’s site in No- 
vember 2010, a month after the special permit was issued by 
the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA). 

Phipps sued the ZBA for a decision that would allow the 
proposed business to have a drive-thru window. Coyote Re- 
alty, which owns the property, is also named in the suit. 

The approach was interesting because Sprocket’s oppo- 
sition is to the Planning Board’s approval of the site plan, 
which eliminated the “perspective easement” they believe 
should be in effect. Representatives for Sprocket were vocal 
during the entire Planning Board process. 

The ZBA special permit for Wendy’s was only in regard 
to the drive-thru window, as all drive-thru windows must go 
through the ZBA process for approval. 

Phipps also sought an injunction to stop construction at 
the site. Wendy’s, not wanting to construct a building at its 
own risk, had stopped work on the property, which they were 
hoping to have in operation by Christmas. No suit was been 
filed against the planning board decision. 

Prior to the Wendy’s proposal, the land on the west side of 
the Sprocket Realty property was pavement used for parking 
and was shared by the small strip mall on the Coyote Realty 
land. 

When the strip mall was demolished and Wendy’s moved 
forward with its proposal, the pavement on the property 
was removed and a fence was placed outlining the property, 
which is now the construction site for the new Wendy’s. 

Sprocket Realty argued Coyote Realty had no right to

SOUTH HADLEY - Rob- 
ert W. Parker of Feeding Hills 
took local police officers on a 
high-speed car pursuit Saturday, 
which sent two individuals to 
the hospital. 

According to South Hadley 
Police Lt. Steven Parentela, 
Holyoke police officers con- 
tacted the South Hadley Police 
Department at 6:27 p.m. alerting 
them to the pursuit led by Parker 
over the Holyoke side of the Vet- 
erans’ Bridge into South Had- 
ley. At that time, South Hadley 
police officers began providing 
backup to Holyoke police, stop- 
ping traffic at numerous inter- 
sections in the area. 

The pursuit took Holyoke po- 
lice officers from Main Street, 
up North Main Street, all the 
way onto Brainerd Street and 
finally southbound onto Newton 
Street, reaching speeds between 
70 and 80 miles per hour. 

On Newton Street, Parker ca- 
reened into the breakdown lane 
and attempted to pass a vehicle 
on its right-hand side. He col- 
lided with the rear of the ve- 
hicle, operated by a 27-year-old 
South Hadley female who was not identified. She and her 
58-year-old Springfield female passenger were immediately 
transported by South Hadley Fire District No. 1 to Holyoke 
Medical Center for non life-threatening injuries resulting 
from the collision. 

Parker continued to operate his vehicle on Newton Street 
despite severe front-end damage. He then executed a right- 
hand turn onto Foch Avenue, next to Family Pizza, said Par- 
entela.

he biomass plant proposed for 1000 Page 

Blvd. in East Springfield is in legal limbo 
for now as permit challenges continue on the 
both the local and state level. That’s the good 
news. 

Each and every appeal keeps the plant at 
bay. Three groups opposed to the biomass 
plant will have their appeal of an approved 
air quality permit heard this week, thanks 
to MassDEP Commissioner Kenneth L. 
Kimmell, who, last December, allowed the 
appeal made by Stop Toxic Incineration in 
Springfield (STIS), the Conservation Law 
Foundation and Arise for Social Justice, to 
move forward. 

Now here’s the bad news — readers should 
be reminded about the public health dangers 
associated with having a biomass plant lo- 
cated in such a heavily populated area. Mas- 
sachusetts Forest Watch has released a com- 
parison of wood fueled biomass energy and 
other fuels, showing that biomass energy, 
including “green wood,’ like that proposed 
as a fuel source for the East Springfield plant, 
is a worse polluter than fossil fuels and coal 
plants, far from the “clean” or “green” label 
proponents continue to hang on biomass. 

“The wood burning biomass energy pro- 
posals were also dirtier than a 50-year-old 
coal plant in Western Massachusetts for many 
important pollutants. Wood-based biomass 
energy was dirtier than coal by at least 43 
percent for carbon dioxide, 124 percent for 
Volatile Organic Compounds, 385 percent 
for particulate matter that causes asthma and 
strokes, and more than 3,000 percent dirtier 
for ammonia emissions,’ the report reads. 
To make matters worse, federal standards, 
specifically the National Ambient Air Qual- 
ity (NAAQ) standards established by the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, have 
not kept up with data that shows just how 
dangerous particulates, like those released by 
biomass plants, are to public health. That’s 
why the American Lung Association and the 
National Parks Conservation Association 
have joined a federal lawsuit to force the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency to complete a 
review of the need for stronger limits of air- 
borne particles that endanger public health. 

According to the American Lung Associa-

Council votes 9-2 for 
CPA request

One town official is breathing a sigh of 
relief this week following the vote of the 
Agawam City Council to approve expend- 
ing $61,750 to fund design services for the 
restoration of the historic School Street 
Barn. The vote came after a lengthy discus- 
sion amongst the council and eight residents 
speaking in favor of the barn. 

At its April 2 meeting, the council voted 
9-2 (with councilors George Bitzas and 
Robert Magovern casting the dissenting 
votes) to move ahead with the rehabilitation/ 
restoration of the structure that stands at the 
entrance to the School Street Park and ex- 
pend the money to hire a design firm that has 
experience working with historical barns. 

Planning and Community Development 
Director Deborah Dachos appeared before 
the council to answer questions about the 
barn and the proposed restoration project. 

It was her office — along with an advisory 
group consisting of Community Preserva- 
tion Committee (CPC) members, a historical 
commissioner, and a historic preservation 
planner from the Pioneer Valley Planning 
Committee (PVPC) - who screened propos- 
als from design firms interested in taking on 
the project. Crosskey Architects, based out 
of Hartford, Conn., was selected as a final- 
ist. 

According to Dachos, this is the neces- 
sary first step toward addressing structural 
problems, including a leaking roof as well 
as the fact that the building has no footings. 

“It needs a foundation,’ Dachos told the 
council. 

If this first step wasn’t funded using Com- 
munity Preservation Act (CPA) money, the 
town would have to appropriate the money, 
she said. 
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Barn project moves forward with design funding 


“CPA was adopted to fund projects that 
communities found it difficult to fund,’ she 
explained. “This barn project is one of those 
projects.” 

She went on to say that the barn holds an 
important place in Agawam’s history and as 
such, is “a valuable resource. 

“We should have it remain for future gen- 
erations,’ she said. 

The vote Monday was not to determine 
the potential use of the barn, but to hire an 
architect, in keeping with state law, Dachos 
said, adding, “We have quite an extensive 
punch-list of items we would like to have 
addressed.” 

Councilor Robert Magovern said he was 
in favor of barn restoration but that what 
Dachos is proposing “‘is not barn restoration, 
it’s barn rebuilding and reuse.” 

He also said he wanted to see the barn re- 
stored “in such a way that we can bring our 
schoolchildren in there and show them what 
a barn looks like.” 

But Dachos refuted Magovern’s claim, 
stating that the request for funds does not 
presuppose anything about its future use. 

“Its giving us the expertise of an archi- 
tectural firm with experience with barns,” 
she said. “We have spoken to the building 
inspector and he has told us that the barn... 
has to be handicap accessible.” 

Although Magovern and Councilor 
George Bitzas both said that they have had a 
number of taxpayers approach them saying 
they were against the barn project, none of 
the residents who spoke during citizen speak 
time were opposed. All eight people who 
addressed the council on the matter spoke in 
favor of the project. 

“The taxpayers of the town of Agawam 
have said they want to go in the barn; they 
want to use it,’ Dachos said. 

In her discussion with the council, Da- 
chos referenced a similar barn in the town 
of Uxbridge that has been renovated for 
utilization as a community events space, 
but she cautioned that the purpose of hir- 
ing Crosskey Architects is so that they can 
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examine the barn, determine problem areas, 
and solicit input as to the possible future use 
of the building. A public hearing would need 
to be held on the matter in the future, Da- 
chos said. 

City Council President Christopher C. 
Johnson pointed to the Agawam Public Li- 
brary and Agawam Senior Center as com- 
munity event space and questioned the need 
for another, but said he agreed that the struc- 
ture itself needs to be saved. 

“All 11 of us agree we want to save the 
barn,” said Councilor Gina M. Letellier. “We 
don’t agree what we want to do with it.” 

In order to move forward and have the 
known structural problems addressed, it is 
necessary to hire an architect, she said. 

Johnson agreed with her evaluation, al- 
though he reiterated that he was “not per-

deny Phipps use of the parking lot it has 
used for “more than 20 years” according 
to land court documents filed by Sprocket. 
Scheier’s decision states the setting did not 
fit the definitions of a prescriptive arrange- 
ment. 

Sprocket sought the re-pouring of 50 
feet of pavement for use as a parking lot 
for Phipps customers and alleged the deci- 
sion by the ZBA is beyond their authority 
and should be immediately annulled by the 
court. 

Scheier’s decision will be put into ef- 
fect after a 30-day appeal period. Wendy’s, 
which had already done some preliminary 
work on the 3.5-acre property prior to the 
appeal, is expected to resume construction 
on the property very soon.

cant increases. 

During the second work- 
shop, held prior to the start 
of the committee’s regular 
March 27 meeting, Sapelli 
and Cavanaugh reviewed 
costs associated with person- 
nel and salaries. 

They said personnel costs 
are determined by enrollment increases or 
decreases that require more or fewer staff in 
particular areas. Negotiated contracts also 
require salaries to increase with additional 
academic degrees and with annual step level 
raises. 

Other major drivers of the proposed bud- 
get increase include: decreases in grant 
money, additional technology/telephone 
costs, increased fees for students attending 
the Lower Pioneer Valley Educational Col- 
laborative (LPVEC), and higher transporta- 
tion costs. 

At the second budget presentation, Sa- 
pelli said he was able to reduce an initial 
proposed budget increase of $2.2 million to 
the proposed $1.9 million budget. He said 
reductions were made possible by transfer- 
ring some out-of-district programs into the 
district and by using some anticipated re- 
maining school choice funds to purchase 
new textbooks required for the Common 
Core curriculum. 

Diane Juzba, the finance/budget subcom- 
mittee chair, said the proposed budget in- 
crease doesn’t contain any “fluff.” In fact, 
she called the budget “austere” because it 
funds just the bare minimum needed to move 
the school system forward. 

“We’re taking small steps to move ahead. 
There’s no fluff in the proposed budget, just 
what our schools need to meet the needs of 
all students,” said Juzba. “If the commit- 
tee accepts the proposed budget, and it’s 
approved by the city council, it will be ad- 
equate to move ahead for 2012-2013 school 
year.” 

Sapelli told the committee: “We don’t 
want to add money in tough budget times, 
but the fact is we’re understaffed in certain 
areas.” 

He said principals are trying to meet 
staffing challenges by shifting personnel to 
needed areas when retirements occur. For 
example, Agawam High School Principal 
Steve Lemanski plans to replace a retiring 
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Agawam School Superintendent William Sapelli 
confers with Diane Juzba, chair of the school 
committee’s finance/budget subcommittee, fol- 
lowing a budget workshop presentation prior to 
the committee’s regular March 27 meeting. 


physical education teacher with an addition- 
al art teacher. 

“Visual arts is a core subject area. The 
state now requires students to take one full 
year of art, but we haven’t been able to serve 
students as well as we should in this subject 
area, Lemanski said at the March 27 budget 
workshop. 

“We have more than 100 students who 
want to take art courses, so we need to hire 
an additional art teacher next year.” 

Juzba said the proposed budget will allow 
administrators to keep staff and programs in 
place instead of reducing staff and restruc- 
turing programs as has occurred in recent 
years. She said the proposed budget will en- 
able Agawam to meet the needs of its special 
education students, fund state mandates, and 
improve resource materials for all students. 

Level funded school budget 
affects community 

“We have essentially been level funded 
for four years and it’s becoming increasingly 
difficult to maintain what we have,’ Juzba 
said. 

“Our community benefits greatly by sup- 
porting its school system,” she added. “Tax 
rates and schools are the first things people 
consider when looking to move into a com- 
munity. Agawam’s tax rate is admirable, but 
our schools need more funding to continue 
successfully educating our young people.” 

Sapelli compared the damage caused by 
past level-funded budgets to the effect of 
road erosion. “You don’t see it immediately, 
but over the course of time, it causes dam- 
age,” he said. 

The bottom line, said Sapelli: “This pro- 
posed budget is what we need.” 

After the committee reviews the tentative 
budget, it will hold a public hearing on April 
24, prior to an expected vote on the proposed 
budget. If approved, the budget will be sent 
to Mayor Richard A. Cohen — who also 
chairs the school committee — so he can 
submit it to the city council for a vote before 
the start of the new fiscal year on July 1. 
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— which police believed could have been 
the killer’s car — at 9:15 p.m., headed in the 
direction of where Lisa’s body was later 
found. 

In the four days before Lisa’s body was 
found as local and state police teamed up 
with the FBI to investigate, local churches 
began distributing white ribbons of hope to 
parishioners praying for her safe return. But 
in the afternoon of April 19, 1992, an Aga- 
wam man walking his dog near a swampy, 
wooded area off Route 75 spotted the body 
of a young woman who was identified as 
Lisa Ziegert. 

Police and forensic teams scoured the area 
for evidence. Investigators spent more than 
15 hours at the scene, continuing their search 
under floodlights after darkness fell. 

Twenty years later, no one has been 
charged in connection with Lisa’s death. 

“I think we all feel frustrated. I guess 
that’s the best word for it,’ Dee Ziegert said. 
“It goes without saying that we’re disap- 
pointed, but that’s almost too simplistic a 
word for it.” 

Dee Ziegert credited the investigators for 
their efforts in searching for her daughter’s 
killer throughout the years. 

“We really do feel they put their all into 
it,’ she said, adding Lisa’s murder is still be- 
ing actively investigated. She recently met 
with the new district attorney about it. “They 
never considered it a cold case because infor- 
mation still comes in, even after 20 years. 

“You never know what small bit of infor- 
mation is going to bring forward the piece 
they need to solve the case,” she said. “We 
keep hoping.” 

“For a good five to eight weeks afterward, 
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it was 24 hours, around-the-clock for us,” 
said Wayne Macey, a now-retired Agawam 
police detective who investigated Lisa’s dis- 
appearance and murder. “It was one lead af- 
ter another that had to be tracked down and 
either confirmed or set aside.” 

According to Macey, the case was brought 
to the FBI in Quantico, Va., where it was de- 
tailed in front of 12 criminal profilers. Evi- 
dence was also brought to a trace evidence 
unit of the FBI in Washington, D.C., he said. 

In addition, the case was detailed on the 
popular crime show “Unsolved Mysteries,” 
which brought forward even more leads, he 
said. 

“All of those leads were brought to frui- 
tion,” said Macey, adding investigators took 
each lead as far as they could go with it. 

To mark the 20th anniversary of Lisa’s 
murder, several events have been planned. 
The first will be a gathering at the Roberta G. 
Doering School on Main Street in Agawam, 
Thursday, April 12 at 2 p.m. to dedicate 
a tree in Lisa’s memory. The tree that was 
planted and dedicated to her by students and 
staff was irreparably damaged in the October 
2011 snowstorm. A new tree will replace the 
original one. The event is open to the public 
and Dee Ziegert invites any of Lisa’s former 
fifth grade students to attend. 

To celebrate Lisa’s love of children and 
reading, a story hour will be held at Aga- 
wam Public Library on Saturday, April 14 at 
2 p.m. The event will take place in “Lisa’s 
Corner” in the children’s section. 

The public is also invited to join Lisa’s 
family and friends for a time of remem- 
brance on Sunday, April 15 at 11 a.m. at the 
band practice hill area between Agawam 
High School and Agawam Public Library. 


Mother reflects on daughter's death 
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her siblings’ weddings, the death of three of 
her grandparents, the birth of her niece and 
nephews, and most of all, the opportunity 
to be a wife, mother and teacher in her own 
classroom. 

At the time of her disappearance, Lisa 
was certified as a teacher but working as a 
teacher’s aide because no teaching positions 
were available, said her mother. 

“The irony of it was she was killed in April 
1992 and in the fall of 1992, 
there were two positions open 
for second grade that she would 
have qualified for,’ Dee said. 

In the ensuing 20 years, Dee 
said she has missed seeing her 
beloved daughter grow as a per- 
son. 

“At 24, you seem so grown 
up, but then so much more hap- 
pens,’ she said. She lamented the loss of Li- 
sa’s future, including marriage and children. 
“These are the things we miss,” she said. 

But in two decades, despite her murder, 
Lisa has brought so much good to the com- 
munity. 

“Its bittersweet because in the 20 years, 
in her name/spirit, so many things have been 
accomplished,” said Dee. 

Up until about five years ago, the Ziegert 
family held a golf tournament to raise money 
for a scholarship in Lisa’s name. The family 
donated a tenor saxophone to the high school

jazz band (she played tenor saxophone and 
flute in the concert band and had been a 
drum majorette for the school’s marching 
band), and donated $10,000 on the 10-year 
anniversary of her death for the children’s 
section of Agawam Public Library. 

“Over the years, we have been able to do 
things in her name for the benefit of children 
to enrich their lives,” Dee said, adding, “Lisa 
has done all these things. It’s a great thing to 
know she may be physically gone, but in her 
spirit, she lives on.” 

Following her murder, a tree 
had been planted in her honor 
at the Agawam Middle School 
(now Roberta G. Doering 
School), but it had been irrepa- 
rably damaged in the October 
2011 snowstorm, according to 
her mother. As a result, another 
tree was planted and will be 
dedicated in her memory on Thursday, April 
12 at 2 p.m. 

A special story hour will be held in “Lisa’s 
Corner” of Agawam Public Library on Sun- 
day, April 14 at 2 p.m., and a time of remem- 
brance will be held Sunday, April 15 at 11 
a.m. at the band practice hill area between 
Agawam High School and Agawam Public 
Library.

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Team Penn completes debate

The columns were placed by the doors with care, with the 
hopes that the Senate and Assembly would soon be there. 
All dressed in white with the exception of a few. Some 
Sponge Bob, some flowered and sheep too. They filed in 
so quiet you could hear a heart drop. I am sure some did, 
because mine was one of them. Note cards were gathered. 
The mayor, councilman, and senator all made their open- 
ing “hellos” and the notepapers were all passed through the 
rows. Cameras were set up and speeches were double and 
tripled checked. Then, the action began. 

On March 3, a new form of learning was set to be started 
on Team Penn at Agawam Junior High School. Two com- 
pletely different subjects, social studies and critical literacy, 
were to be combined for two weeks. The project, a major 
grade in both classes, was going to be a debate in the style 
of a Roman government. The Romans, whom we’d been 
studying for about two or three weeks, made great advances 
in a democratic government, despite some obvious lack in 
order and function. They had three branches of government, 
similar to ours, composed of the Consuls, two leaders who 
had to agree on each decision; the Senate, a group of people 
who were fairly well off in terms of money; and the As- 
sembly, a group of people (called Plebeians) who were not 
as well off as those in the Senate. In critical literacy we had 
been learning about the parts of the Rhetorical Triangle, 
which are logos, ethos, and pathos, and argument. We had 
done two previous writing assignments using these to either 
take apart an argument or to build one of our own. We had 
also watched the movie “The Great Debaters.” This showed 
us what we were going to be presenting: a fully thought out 
and detailed argument. 

Before we could put all of this knowledge into play, we 
first had to have a topic. The teachers each assigned us one 
of three topics. They were: Should the US provide benefits 
for the poor? Should English be the official language of the 
U.S.? Or Should the U.S. be involved in foreign affairs? 
Each student had at least eight periods of time (4 hours) to 
research their respective topics. Some had less time but all 
managed quite well. With their research in hand, they were 
then asked to make an educated decision on whether they 
would be for or against their topic. Some however, were 
chosen to “spear-head” certain topics; students who were 
able to convince others into their way of thinking were cho- 
sen for this. We were asked then to prepare something to say 
and an essay stating our position on our topic. Unknown to 
us, there would be three very special guests there to watch 
us debate. 

Gasps of astonishment emitted from the crowd as they 
walked in: city council member Geore Bitzas, Mayor Rich- 
ard Cohen, and Sen. Michael Knapik. The debate went 
smoothly. There were many great points made and with the 
consent of the “consuls” all of the topics passed. The guests

congratulated us on our fantastic job and just as we were 
about to leave I was able to ask them a few questions. When 
asked if they were excited about coming to this school func- 
tion, Mr. Bitzas said, “I was very happy with what I saw 
and heard and I am glad that I came.” Mayor Cohen said, 
“I cleared up all the things on my schedule to come.” I then 
asked them if the views of the younger generation mattered 
to them and did anything surprise them. Mr. Knapik replied, 
“Yes, they do. I was also surprised to see the more conser- 
vative views on things like benefits to the lower income 
households and foreign affairs.“ Mr. Bitzas also said, “I was 
surprised how well the students used the statistics to back up 
their positions. It was very impressive.”

AGAWAM - Tammy Rumplik’s third- 
grade students at the Clifford M. Granger 
School want to help save the planet — one 
glue stick at a time. 

Rumplik and her students at the Feeding 
Hills school recently created a project to not 
only recycle glue sticks, but also to make 
glue to refill used tubes. 

The project was chosen in mid-March as 
a Massachusetts state winner in Disney’s 
Planet Challenge (DPC), a national environ- 
mental and science competition for third- 
through eighth-grade classrooms. DPC is 
the in-school program for Disney’s Friends 
for Change, a multi-curriculum initiative 
that inspires children and families to take 
simple steps to help the planet and their 
communities. 

Rumplik’s grandmother — a former Spring- 
field special education teacher — would be 
very proud. Her grandmother, who died 
when Rumplik was in college, was Rum- 
plik’s inspiration for becoming a teacher. 

‘Teaching was my calling’ 

“After my grandmother’s death, I felt 
teaching was my calling. I like working with 
kids and I enjoy inspiring an excitement 
for learning in students,” said Rumplik. An 
Agawam teacher for 11 years, she began her 
career teaching special education and then

kindergarten. 

Several years ago she and one of her kin- 
dergarten classes were honored by the Green 
Team of Massachusetts for cleaning up lit- 
ter and making art projects from used milk 
cartons. 

Rumplik now teaches science, engineer- 
ing, and technology to more than 600 K-4 
students at both Granger and the James Clark 
School. She also teaches enrichment classes 
at both schools for high-achieving students. 

When Rumplik — a “fanatic” about all 
things Disney — read about the competition 
in a National Science Teachers Association 
(NSTA) publication last fall, she thought it 
would be the perfect class project. 

“I like researching creative, fun lesson 
plans that go beyond worksheets,” she ex- 
plained. “Luckily, in my position, creativity 
is key for scientists and engineers — as well 
as children.” 

Rumplik enrolled her third-grade enrich- 
ment class at Granger in the DPC compe- 
tition. The class project — Recycling Ren- 
egades — involved collecting glue sticks to 
recycle and to reuse. 

Since November, they have collected 
nearly 650 used glue sticks from Granger 
and Clark schools. Collecting the glue sticks 
— they would measure 145 feet if laid end-to- 
end — was easy. Designing glue to be reused 
in the tubes was not as easy 

“It took several tries to make a batch of 
glue with the right consistency,” said Rum- 
plik. “Some formulas were too watery and

servation while informing elementary and 
middle school students about global and 
local environmental issues. 

The annual national competition is free 
and open to third- through eighth-grade 
students. The competition follows all 
State academic standards, while also us- 
ing an interdisciplinary approach with a 
STEM (science, technology, engineering, 
and math) focus. 

The competition offers resources to 
teachers and allows them to create a 
unique learning opportunity for their stu- 
dents. Teachers combine standards-based 
learning content with critical thinking 
skills and environmental principles. 

The result can be a class project that 
not only promotes student awareness 
— and action — but one that also can have a 
positive impact on local communities. 

Tammy Rumplik, whose third-grade 
enrichment class at the Clifford M. 
Granger School are the 2012 DPC state 
winners for Massachusetts in the elemen- 
tary level, will participate in Agawam’s 
Earth Day celebration on Saturday, April 
28, between 9:30 a.m. and 12:30 p.m. 

“This will be an opportunity for stu- 
dents to inform the community about our 
project and what we did to become state 
winners,’ said Rumplik. They also plan 
to make a presentation later this month or 
in May before the Agawam School Com- 
mittee. 

Rumplik said the project involved her 
students ın learning more about the en- 
vironment while helping them to under- 
stand that the issues affecting the environ- 
ment are long range problems. 

“T wanted to use this project as a way to 
help them realize that they can make posi- 
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tive changes to our environment and our 
planet through recycling. They learned 
a lot doing this project and we hope to 
educate others in the community with our 
presentations,” she said. 

Rumplik added that the project also 
provided an opportunity for her students 
to learn new technology skills. “It took 
my students longer to make a graph us- 
ing a computer than it did for fourth or 
fifth graders, but my students benefited by 
learning a new and important skill.” 

She said because the project was an in- 
teractive, collaborative, student-centered 
activity, the learning was more meaning- 
ful to her students. In addition the proj- 
ect incorporated a multitude of academic 
skills, including visual arts, math, and 
writing. 

Rumplik’s students were engaged in 
all aspects of the project — from research 
on recycling to devising a formula for 
glue to refill some of the recycled glue 
sticks. They developed problem-solv- 
ing and critical-thinking skills, and used 
important scientific skills — observation, 
investigation, experimentation, discovery 
and innovation — to create a solution to an 
environmental issue. 

Disney’s Planet Challenge began in 
1994 primarily as a competition for fifth- 
grade students in California. Originally 
called Jiminy Cricket’s Environmentality 
Challenge, it was renamed in 2009 when 
the competition received its current name 
and was expanded nationwide to include 
grades four through six. 

This year’s competition drew thou- 
sands of students from across the U.S. It 
featured a variety of projects, from caf- 
eteria composting to the clean-up of local 
lakes and watershed improvements. 

The DPC’s current structure — created 
in 2010 — divides the project into two lev- 
els to provide an elementary school com- 
petition (grades 3-5) and a middle school 
competition (grades 6-8).

some were just moldy and disgusting. Fi- 
nally, a few days before we submitted our 
project in mid-February, we succeeded with 
a recipe of modified cornstarch and water.” 

Glue sticks that weren’t refilled will be 
recycled. 

“Our schools use so many glue sticks 
each month that we couldn’t possibly have 
refilled all that we collected. Many will be 
recycled through the national Elmer’s Glue 
Crew Program for schools,” she added. 


One project, multiple lessons 

Rumplik incorporated a variety of learn- 
ing standards for science and other subjects 
into the project. Students used language stan- 
dards when they wrote about the research 
and design work they conducted. Math and 
computer standards were honed when stu- 
dents analyzed data and made graphs. Visual 
arts standards were tapped when students 
designed a display and created a portfolio 
that documented their work. 

Their biggest challenge: overcoming a 
time obstacle. 

“This award is an important honor because 
we worked so hard to meet all the submis- 
sion requirements, which weren’t easy since 
I only see these students for 30 minutes each 
week. It was an amazing and exciting learn- 
ing project every step of the way.” 

A panel of scientists, environmental ex- 
perts, and educators, including representa- 
tives from NSTA and WestEd K-12 Alliance 
(a California nonprofit group that promotes 
change and fosters excellence in science and 
math education), selected the grand prize 
winner for the elementary and middle school 
levels as well as state winners for each lev- 
el. 

This was Rumplik’s first year entering the 
competition — and she didn’t believe she 
had won when she heard the news. “I wasn’t 
home, so my husband took the call. It didn’t 
really register until I saw our school listed on 
the DPC website a few days later — then I got 
goose bumps,” she said. 

To become a state winner — not all states 
had winners — classes had to score more than 
80 percent of total possible points. The Re- 
cycling Renegades scored in the top 20 of all 
projects submitted. 

Among the factors used to award points: 
the value of the project, student participa- 
tion, long-term environmental impact, evi- 
dence the project was successful and making 
a difference, and the creative efforts of the 
teacher and students. 

Rumplik’s class competed not just against 
other third-grade classes, but also against 
fourth- and fifth-grade classes. As a state win- 
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ner, she will receive a certificate and $1,000 
in prize money that Rumplik will use to buy 
new classroom supplies. Students will get a 
prize pack of Disney-branded items. 

Rumplik had her sights set on winning the 
elementary-level grand prize, which went to 
a Lynn, Mass., teacher with a $6,000 teacher 
prize and a $10,000 grant for the winning 
classroom. 

“I wanted our school to get some much- 
needed money because budgets have been 
very tight for a long time. But I’m so proud 
of my students and what they learned and 
how hard they worked, especially with the 
time constraints we had for this project,” she 
said. 

Rumplik is already looking ahead to en- 
tering the competition next year. 

“I thought about all the ‘what ifs’ — like 
what if I had done this or what if we had time 
for that — as part of my thinking about next 
year. I’ve started coming up with ideas for 
next year and I’ve been driving my husband 
nuts with my new ideas.” 


High praise from higher ups 

While Rumplik may be disappointed at 
not winning the grand prize, her principals 
and Agawam School Superintendent Wil- 
liam Sapelli have nothing but praise. 

“Its important and refreshing that in this 
disposable society we live in today that teach- 
ers and children pay attention to the environ- 
ment. This project led by Mrs. Rumplik to 
recycle glue sticks is only one of many ways 
we can contribute to solving this world-wide 
problem,” said Sapelli. 

“Tammy is a deserving candidate for this 
prestigious award. She’s a true asset to our 
school and we’re extremely fortunate to 
have her as part of our staff,’ said Clark Prin- 
cipal Shelley Russell. “Tammy is passionate 
about her subject and it’s evident in the way 
she teaches. She’s a true lover of science 
and tries to bring the outside world into her 
classroom.” 

Russell added that an example of this is 
a drink pouch recycling program Rumplik 
implemented. “It teaches children about the 
importance of recycling to our planet and 
also raises funds for our school,’ she said. 

“T’m so delighted with the work that Tam- 
my has done with the Granger students. She 
put so much hard work and dedication into 
this project,’ said Granger School Principal 
Cheryl Salomão. 

She added that “it’s quite an honor” for 
Rumplik and her students to be recognized 
as state winners. “We’re all very proud of 
this exciting accomplishment.”
